The question of capital pun ishm en t should be 
studied. There are those who believe th a t the 
takin g of one life should be paid in the same 
m an n er — with an other — th a t of the guilty per­ 
son. 
O thers believe th a t such practice is in hum an , 
barbarous an d con trary to the laws of God. 
Of course, no san e person believes th a t a m ur­ 
derer should be turn ed out amon g society an d 
perm itted to enjoy life as usual after com m it­ 
tin g the crime of takin g a hum an life. But a 
vast m ajority does n ot believe th a t the life of 
the offen der should be taken by society. 
One of the best an d most effective substitutes 
for capital pun ishm en t would be the en actm en t 
of an hon est-to-goodn ess life sen ten ce, in which 
no judge, governor or an y other higher official 
could in terfere an d gran t a pardon. 
The ten den cy of this m odern age is to forget 
soon. A life sen ten ce today m ean s ten years or 
less — certain ly not m uch longer. If the law c a r­ 
ried a compulsory provision th a t prison for life 
m ean t for the duration of on e’s n atural lifetime, 
an d removed loopholes for pardon s, th en the so­ 
lution for a death pen alty would be found. 
, 
It may be easy for an individual to say th a t 
he is in favor of capital pun ishm en t but if he 
h ad to throw the switch on the electric chair or 
had to be a m em ber of the jury which passed 
such a sen tence, he m ight chan ge his mind. The 
sam e person could conscientiously help convict 
a guilty m urderer if the sen ten ce was to be a 
real, prison for life, sentence. 
Society has no axe to grind in its courts. They 
are merely agen ts of justice which set example 
for others to follow. There is no motive of re ­ 
venge. 
Gen uin e life .sentences are a true in ­ 
strum en t of justice an d yet offend no laws of 
God.
